Sweet Pickles —Boil together one 
half peck of ripe tomatoes, peeled and 
cut into amall pieces; one half pint 
of vinegar, one half tablespoonful each 
of ground cloves, allspice and cinna- 
mon, one quarter teaspoonful of cayen- 
me, two tablespoonfals of salt, a tea~ 
spoonful of mustard and two cupfuls 
of sugar. Cook gently until the toma- 
toes are reduced to a smooth pulp, then 
put into jars and seal tightly. 

Oyster Salad.—Cut oysters into thirds 
or quarters. Pull hearts out of nice 
lettuce heads and shred up one third 
as much as you have. oysters, Dres- 
sing to be made in following propor- 
tions: two tablespoonfuls salad oil 
to four of vinegar, one teaspoonful 
salt and same sugar, one half tea- 
spoonful each pepper and fresh-made 
mustard. Rub up, mix thoroughly 
and pour over oysters and lettuce just 
befere serving. 

Good Eggnog.—To make good egg~ 
hog separate the white and yolk of one 
egg and beat tha yolk with one table. 
spoonful of sugar until it is light and 
creamy; add to this one half oupful 
of milk, then beat the white of the egg 
to a foam and stir it lightly into the 
beaten yolk, sugar and milk. It is a 
delicious and nourishing drink.

Oyster Brochette.—Thu favorite 
dish is prepared in a unique manner.

The cook slips an 
oyster over the wire and next a small 
piece of bacon, and following it anoth- 
er oyster, the oysters firat being dip- 
ped in melted butter and rolled in 
cracker cramps. Ihe wire is then sus- 
pended from the broiler over the fire, 
and when the oyater ts nicely Srown- 
ed it is served on buttered toast. 

A Celery Stew.—A new and dainty 


way of cooking oysters is a stew of 
celery, cream and wine. Cut sialke of | 
celery into dice and fry in butter for | 
a couple of minutes, then add enough 
sherry wine to make a good dressing, 
ami a little later a little sweet cream; | 
when this is well cooking, add the 
whole oysters, and serve with toaat or 
on plates garnished with parsley.

The Provincial Board of Health bas 
issued a circular respecting diphtheria. 
Dr. Bryce, the author of the pamphlet, 
calls attention to the fact that in London 
asylum, before anti-toxine was used, 
the mortality was 83.8 per cent, and 
since then but 18.4 per cent. He says 
that it is plain the: local Boards of 
Health in Ontario should exert every 
means to obtain the earliest information 
possible regarding cases of diphtheria 
and to supply anti-toxine for use in 
cases where persons are too poor to buy 
it for themselves.

A Variety of Opinions as te the Merits of the 
Preseat War. 


Opinions differ in the matter of the 
present war between Great Britain and 
the Boers of South Africa. as in most 


other matters. Happily, in “ free” 
countries everybody may freely express 
their opinion. Following are a few 
brought out by the vresent conflict :— 


. & SYMPATHY WITH BRITAIN. 

New York, Oct. 12.—Referring edi- 
torially to the South African war, the 
Tribune to-day says :— 

“Now thatrwar has actually been 
foteed by the Transvaal upon Great 
Britain, the question arises on which 
side are American sympathies to be 
east? There are some Americans, in- 
cluding some of the most worthy and 
esteemed citizens, who are of teh 
origin. and who, through influences of 
consanguinity, side strongly with the 
Boers. There are others. no lers 
haps, more numerous, 
espouse the British 
There are, unhappily, others 
who are imbued with the blind hatred 
of Great Britain. and who for that rea- 
son alone side with the Boers—not that 
they love the Dutch, but that they hate 
the British. They will not, in 
first place, be misled by the pretence 
that the Transyaal is « Republic and 
Great Britain an * effete monarchy,’ 
and therefore Americans should sym- 
pathize with thé former. They have 
only to ‘compare the restricted fran- 
chives and corrupted courts of the 


who instinct? 
cause. 


and free, strong judiciaty of —_ Col- 
ony to disabuse themselyes of all such 
notions. The fact is that the Trans- 
vaal, with citizenship restricted to a 
minority, and with not only religious, 
but sectarian tests and lingual shib- 
boleths hedging in all real authority, is 
not a Republic, but a particularly nar- 
row and despotic oligarchy. 

** On the other hand, despite the nom- 
inal monarchy, the British Empire, 
whether in Great Britain itself or the 
self-governing colonies such as’ The 
Cape.and the Dominion of Canada, 
noe the United States of Australia, is 
one of the most complete democracies 
the world hasever known. On the gen- 
eral ground of form of government 
therefore American sympathies will 
naturally tarn to the British side. 

* But just as Great Britain stood 
loyally with usin sympathy and in 
moral influence in our fight with Spain, 
ehecause we were contending for the 
rights of man to‘ life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness,’ so will the gen- 
eral sympathy and moral influence of 
America be given in this war to Great 
Britain, not only because she is our kin 
and our friend. but because in this 
ficht she stands for those same rights 
of man, and because, in the words of 
the Canadian Prime Minister, already 
quoted in these columns, she stands ‘ in 
the defence of a holy cause, in the de- 
fence of holy justice, for the defence of 
the oppressed, for the enfranchisement 
of the downtrodden, and for the ad- 
vancement of liberty, progress, and 
civilization.” 

MR. TARTR’S OPINIONS, 

Hon. J. Israel Tarte, a member of the 
Dominion Government, voices the fol- 
lowing sentiments :— 

* We are in America,Canada has not, 
and should not have, any ambition to 
lay a role in European diplomacy. 
We believe we are not mistaken when 
we say tnat the population of this 
country has no other desire than to de- 
velop quietly its resources and to live 
at peace with the world. Weare will- 
ing to defend the land we live in and 
the British flag, which protects ft, 
against all aggression, but it is another 
thing to go beyond this role, and to 
throw us into the discussions and wars 
with which Europe is constantiy men- 


aced. 

** What have we todo with the things 
in Africa? What interests have we in 
the Transvaal? Why should we take 
the money and the blood of our people 
to spend them in such far away 
regions ?” 

“Tama Minister in a British, Gov- 
ernment, and I have a righ: to say that 
Iam French. Bat, | tell you this: If 
to declare myself a British subject 
would prevent me from being. French, 
then I would refuse to call myself a 
British subject.”

Montreal, Oct. 12.—The Ancient Or-

Whereas, Ireland has been persecuted 
for the past 400 years and denied the 
risht of self-covernment, and has suf- 
fered the zibbet, the rack, and all sorts 
of cruelties to obtain that right; there- 
fore be it 

Resolved, That Division No. 1 extend 
the fullest sympathy (to those brave 
people, the Boers, who are at present 
Strugeling to maintain that right 
against our most cruel and unjust 
enemy. the British Government, and 
we strongly condemn the sending of a 
Canadian contingent to the Transvaal 
to fight against a people with whom we 
have had no quarre!; be it further 

Resolved, that a copy of this resolu-

Superiority to Nelson. 


(St. John, N. B., Bun.) 


It will. be seen that there is some 
sougd basis for the claim that Dewey is 
a& greater man than Nelson. Nelson 
fought more battles and won them all, 
in some cases against superior force. 
At Trafalgar, for example, the opposing 
fleet of France and Spain was heavier 
in ships. in men and in guns. In the 
Battle of the Nile the conditions were 
perhaps more even, and Nelson's yictory 
was more complete. Lord Nelson was 
never beaten and never declined a fight. 
and until Dewey’s time he was fairly 
entitled to the character given him by 
Tennyson, who thought he was the 
greatest sailor since the world began. 

Yet when we come to compare the 
hero of Trafalgar with the hero of Man- 
ila we see at once the superiority of the 
live admira! over the. one who rests in 
St. Paul’s Cathedral. Admiral Dewe 
may be described as a neat fichter. e 
knows how to take care of his ships, 
his men and himself. His cruisers 
came out of the great Manila sea-fight 
all clean and nice. Nelson’s ships after 
Trafalgar were much battered and 
bruised. Their decks were covered with 
blood, and bodies and broken things. 
For it must be admitted that Nelson 
was an imprudent fighter. Instead of 
operating at a distance of two and a 
half miles, he took his ships so close to 
the hostile fleet that the rigging touched, 
and so did the guns and the men. So 
it happened that while Dewey fought 
his great battle without losing a man, 
Nelson had some two thousand killed 
and wounded at Trafalgar, and perha 
half as many in the Battle of the Nile. 
All these lives would haye been saved 
if Neilson had remained a few miles 
from the French fleet, and there would 
not have been nearly so much of «a mess 
on the deck.

skins. Put the fruit in a preserving 
kettle with one handful of green 
spearmint, two tablespoonfuls each of 
sliced horseradish and white mustard 
seed; one tableapoonfal each of slice 
ed ginger-root and salt; one «mall 
sliced onion and one emali ripe pepper 
with the seeds taken out, Let stand on 
back of the range, until well heated 
through, then cool slowly, stirring of- 
ten, for two hours; remeve from the 
fire and set in a cold place for @ 
hours. Dry the tomato skins and rub 
to a fine powder. Preas the prepared 
fruit through a colander; return to the 
fire with two cupfals of strong vinegar, 
one cupfal of sugar, and the tomato 
skins, and cook slowly until as thick 
as desired. Seal in jars or bottles. 

Green Tomato Pickles..No. 1-—Chop 
fine half bush. green tomatoes, mix in 
one teacup salt, let stand over night, 
in the morning drain and press aw dry 
as possible, Add one teacup grated 
horseradish, four to six chopped oniona, 
two tablespoons each of allspice and 
cloves. Mix well and pack in a jar, cov- 
er with cold vinegar. 

No. 2—Slice green tomatoes and boil 
in weak brine until tender. Dissolve 
one lh brown sugar in a quart of vin- 
egar, acald and pour over tomatoes. 
Use one teaspoon each of cloves and 
cinnamon. 

No. 3—Slice green tomatoes in a 
crock or jar. sprinkling each layer 
plentifully with salt and let stand 
over night. In the morning place to- 
matoee in a colander and pour water 
over them until well rinsed, Place in 
& steamer and steam until tender. 
When tender, place in a crock or jar 
and pour over them enough hot apic- 
ed and sweetened vinegar to cover 
them. Weight all pickles with a! 
lean board or plate on which is a 
smooth rock. Whole apices are beat to 
use, and should be tied in little cloth 
bags and boiled in the vinegar.

Terrible Mining Accident. 


Oee Man Blows to Pleces and Others Badly 
lnjered. 


(From Our Own Correspondent.) 


Coe Hill, Oct. 28rd, 1899. 
About 4 p.m. last Saturday a fatal 
accident happened at the Cameron Cop- 
per Mine near Lake post office.
